DRAGGED ASHORE ON LINE. 


Sailors, Freezing as Waves Break 
Over Them, Are Taken Off by 
Coast Guard While Great 
Crowd Cheers.. 


MARQUETTE’s LOSS $200,000 


Ludington, Mich.,- Dec. 22.—[Special.]— 
Pére Marquette car ferry No. 16 was wrecked 
at midnight last night while trying to run 
the bar and enter Ludington harbor in a 


| heavy gale. The big ferry, loaded with cars, 


pounded down on the bar, whirled and beat 
against the piers. The machinery, disabled 
by the shock, broke loose and the boat was 


enveloped in clouds of steam, which sealded 


three men, killing one. 

The ferry was beating its life out against 
the piers. The thirty-three survivors hung 
on and dodged the rolling deck load. Waves 
whirled over the ferry and to save it from 
breaking up it was scuttled and sank in 
sixteen feet of water in a cloud of steam. 


Crew Rescued from Wreck. 
The di ew, carrying the dead and scalded 


men, fied to the upper works and until 
daylight, clung there, with the freezing 


| water dashing over them. The United States 


life saving crew dared not launch a boat, 


| but waited on the beach until day broke. 


Then a line was fired from the gun over the 
wrecked ferry, and after a desperate fight 
thirty-three sailors and the body of the dead 
man were dragged ashore over the churning 
foe. 


Big Crowd Watches Rescue. 

Nearly the entire population of the town 
watched the rescue. Many had friends 
among the seamen. The news was over the 
town before daybreak. Men and women 
watched and wept and cheered as man after 
man was brought to shore and hurried to 
the Marine Hospital and revived with stimu- 
lants. 

The dead man was Micheal Taeff, a coal 
heaver, whose home was in Chicago, where 
he had a wife and two children. The other 
two scalded by steam are unknown. They 
probably will die. The escaping steam 
burned them terribly, and their bodies froze 
in places before they were rescued. ; 


Attempt to Enter Harbor. 

The big car ferry, which was formerly the 
Muskegon, arrived off Ludington harbor 
shortly before midnight, after a tempestuous 
voyage from Milwaukee, with a full deck- 
load of twenty-six cars, all loaded. A heavy 
southerly gale was blowing. 

The exposure of the men on the trip across 
the lake had caused much suffering, and, 
despite the fact that the wind was blowing 
from an unfavorable quarter, and that heavy 
seas were running, Captain Charles Thomp- 


son decided to hazard an attempt to enter 


the harbor. 

The bar at the harbor mouth isa danniroten 
one under these conditions. The big car 
ferry came full speed ahead and attempted 
to cross, but, lifted by a big wave, it rose 
and then fell, hitting the bar hard. 


Shock Disables Machinery. 
The shock completely disabled the ma- 
chinery of the boat. The main steam pipe 
burst with a roar and the hold was filled 


with steam. The three men nearest the 


break were enveloped and terribly burned, 
while a dozen others were scalded. The 


shock brought the crew rushing to the deck 


in a panic. Those who were asleep were 
hurled from their bunks and fled to safety 
scantily attired. 

Left without power the ferry drifted 
against the north pier and began pounding 
heavily. Every wave lifted the helpless 
boat and sent it crashing against the pile. 
Several large holes were made in its forward 
quarter. 

It seemed. as if the boat would break up, 
and Captain Thompson ordered the sea 
valves opened, and the ferry was scuttled, 
sinking in sixteen feet of water. 


The decks of the ferry were all awash, and 


the crew fled to the upper works. There 
was neither heat nor light on the boat. 


Live-Savers Wait for Dawn. 

“The life savers hurried to the beach, but 
it was useless to attempt any rescue until 
daylight. For eight hours the thirty-three 
men clung to the deck. Great waves dashed 
over them, lifting tons of ice and driving it 
against the hulk like a battering ram. The 


water froze as it fell upop the cars and | 


upper works. 

The alarm “quickly spread through the 
town. Many persons hurriedly dressed and 
rushed to the beach, trying in vain to get a 
sight of the wreck. The night was bitterly 
cold, but the crowd kept increasing until day- | 
break. 

Cheer as Men Are aves. 


As soon as it wers lignt enough to see the 
life savers began their work. A gun had 


already been loaded and the line was ready 


to throw across the wreck. Within a short 
time the heavy cable was stretched from 
the boat to shore and the work of rescue 
commenced. 
For four hours the crowd watched and 
cheered the life savers as the breeches buoy, 
suspended above the churning, wave-liftea 
ice, was slowly dragged from the ferry to the 
beach, each time bringing a half-frozen man. 
Captain Thompson remained to the last, 
directing the work of removing the dead 
man and the two who seemed to be dying. 
The Muskegon became the property of the 
Pere Marquette rallway two years ago, and 
was valued at $165,000. It has figured in 
numerous accidents. Of the twenty-six cars 
on board the boat ten were loaded with

Naturalized Turkish Citizens | 
Required to Give Up Alle- 
giance to the United 
States. 


HAVE 15 DAYS TO COMPLY, 


State Department Will Rack Up 
the Vigorous Protest Made 
by Envoy at Con- 

stantinople. 


TURKEY WITHIN ITS RIGHT. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 8 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 22.—The au- 
thorities at Beirut, Syria, have notified 
naturalized American citizens that they must 
renounce their naturalization within fifteen 
days, otherwise they will be expelléd from 
Turkey. Spencer Eddy, First Secretary of 
Legation at Constantinople, has made an 
‘energetic protest in the matter. He has 
‘written the Turkish authorities, demanding 
the withdrawal of the measure. The incident 
may become serious, owing to — absence of 
a naturalization treaty. 


Dispute of Long Standing. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[Special.]— 
There has been a dispute between this coun- 
try and Turkey over the question. of citizen- 
ship and natyralization for more than fifty 
years. 

A treaty of naturalization was ratified by. 
the Senate as between the United States and 
Turkey in 1874, and ratifications were ex- 
changed between the two countries the fol- 
lowing year. The Senate amended the orig- 
inal treaty, and some time after the ratifica- 
tions were exchanged the Turkish govern- 
ment asserted that it had signed the amend- 
ed treaty under mis 

The question at issue then was whether a 
two years’ residence in the country of orig- 
inal allegiance should or should not be taken 
as evidence that a naturalized citizen de- 
sired to reéxpatriate himself. 

Turkey took the ground that if a Turkish 
citizen came to the United States, was 
naturalized here, and then returned to 
Turkey, a residence there of two years 
should be proof positive that he had re- 
turned to his Turkish allegiance. 


: Old Treaties Recalled. 
The amendment made by the Senate in 


Turkey of a native of that country nat- 
uralixed in. the United States should be 


was brought about a voter destraction ot | Dime evidence: OF Intention 


to return to his Turkish allegiance, but that 
this might be controverted, as in the case 
of a missionary residing abroad for religious 
instruction only. Since this old disagree- 
ment the position of Turkey and the United 
States has been far apart. 

The question of citizenship in Turkey is 
complicated by the fact that peculiar priv- 
ileges are granted to foreigners in the mat- 
ter of holding real estate. Turkish citizens 
have come over to this country and become 
naturalized citizens of the United States, 
and have then returned immediately to Tur- 
key and claimed their rights to hold real 
estate as foreigners. This right descends to 
the sons of such naturalized American citi- 
zens, although the children were born on 
Turkish soil, as their fathers were before 
them. 

This has been a fruitful source of dispute 
which reached serious proportions Auring 
President Cleveland’s first administration. 
It is also the custom for the different consul- 
ates in Turkey to grant the right of domicile 
to various foreigners, mostly attachés and 
servants, and under this right of domicile 


consulate to which they are attached, al- 
though they never have become naturalized 
citizens. 

: Will Back Up Protest. 


‘The State department will back up Mr. 
Eddy vigorously, so far as a protest goes. 
Beyond a protest * country can do but 
little. 

The department is on record repeatedly in 
affirmation of the right of any country to bar 
out or expel from its territory the citizens 
of any other country. It is on this principie 
that the United States excluded the Chinese, 
and it is assumed that Turkey has the legal 
right to bar out American citizens, whether 
naturalized or native, if it sees fit. At the 
same time it is not believed that the Porte 
wil go so far as to Insist on a strict compli- 
ance with the order. 


Foreign Status is Valuable. 

There has always been a burden of nat- 
uralization in Turkey which has assumed 
the right to pass upon the claims of all for- 
eigners, whether previous citizens of Turkey 
or not. 

The status of a foreigner is a valuable one 
in Turkey, and for this reason the bureau of 
naturalization has been almost exclusively, 
it is said, a blackmailing scheme. 

It is believed here that this latest move 
on the part of the Turkish officials is nothing 
more nor less than a characteristic Oriental 
Tammany dodge to compel foreign citizens of 
Turkey to pay for protection against the 
municipal laws they have attempted to 
evade. 

it is also believed here that Mr. Eddy's 
vigorous protest, backed up, as it surely will 
be, by a strong note from Secretary of State 
Hay, will be sufficient to compel the rapa- 
cious Turkish blackmailers to abandon 
their scheme of extortion. Secretary Hay 
will take up the matter vigorously tomor- 
row, having already received full informa 
tion of the subject from Mr. Eddy. 


TWO KILLED BENEATH TRAINS. 


Railroad Switchman Catches Foot in a 
Frog and Is Crushed—Another 
Falls Under Cars. 


Clarence Sizer, 23 years old, was killed 
almost instantly while switching ears on the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway tracks at 
Diversey street yesterday.

BURGLARS BAY FIGHT 


GIVE DESPERATE BATTLE To ro- 


LICE IN DARE BUILDING. 


Six Seen in Swen, Nelson a Co.'s 
Shop at Hobbie Street and Gault 


Court-Station Sends Men, Whe 
Enter and, After Exchanging Twen- | 


ty Shots, Catch Two Intruders—Spec- 
tators Stand Outside During Fight, 
Not Daring to Take Part. 


In an unlighted four-story building at Hob- 
bie street and Gault court policemen and 
burglars stumbled about last night and ex- 
changed a score of revolver shots. Outside 
the building a crowd of several hundred 
persons had gathered, but none would enter 
the place to assist the police. 

But two of the six men who had been seen 
in the place were captured by the police.

Sederberg and Marbeck, was sent to the

Door Shut in Policemen’s Faces. 
Arriving at the third floor no one could be 


seen, but the creaking of a freight elevator 


in the rear indicated the presence of the in- 
truders. A rush was made for the elevator 
shaft, but before the Arrival of the police- 
men the iron gate had been swung back and 
the elevator was moving slowly towards the 
bottor. 


A warning, was shouted to Patrol Driver 


McGoldrick, who had been left on guard, be- 
low, and was heeded by the burglars, who 
stopped the elevator at the second floor. 
The appearance: of the policemen on that 
floor was the signal for a half dozen shots 
fired by the men, who had concealed them- 
selves among the bolts of cloth piled about 
the floor. 

Several shots were fired by the policemen 
who stood guard about the stairs to, pre- 
vent the men from escaping before assistance 
arrived. Two private watchmen and several 
citizens were appealed to by McGoldrick to 
aid in the capture of the men, but.none re- 
sponded. 

Two Men Are Caught. 

On another stairway the men mounted to 
the third floor again, and, fearing that all 
would escape, the policemen pursued, caught 
the last man, and dragged him down the 
stairs, where he was turned over to Mc- 
Goldrick. They then followed the other 
men, but no further trace of them could be 
seen. Left alone with McGoldrick, the,pris- 
oner drew a revolver and fired a shot at the 
policeman. A struggle followed, and after 
the man had been roughly handjed the re- 
volver was secured. 

Four of the men escaped down a stair- 
way, through a front window, and were 
seen to run down the street. Policemen 
Masaweet and Stromberg encountered them 
at Larrabee and Oak streets and commanded 
them to halt. The answer was a dozen shots, 
and the men turned back into Gault court. 
The policemen followed, emptying their re- 
volvers at the fugitives, who then disap- 
peared. Later a man was found hiding on 
the third floor. He was arrested. He gave 
his name as Edward Jackson,

Under the instructions of the court and the 
law applying to misdemeanors, which includes 
the charge of conspiracy, a person found guilty 
may be sent to the penitentiary from one to five 

years, receive a fine of $2,000, or be punished by 
both fine and imprisonment. 

By a verdict reached at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning and returned in Judge Smith’s court 
at 10 o’elock, Alexander Sullivan was found 
guilty of conspiracy to keep James J. Lynch,

a fine of $2,000. Should the jury have de- 
sired it could have sent Mr. Sullivan to 
prison for from one to fivé years, or could 
have given him both an ep a amos and 
a fine not exceeding $2,000 :

Only three ballots were taken by the jury 
before agreeing on a verdict of guilty. Be- 
fore voting the case had been reviewed, and 
after the second ballot there was further 
argument on one disputed point.

error if the motion for a new trial is over- 
ruled, 


Sullivan’s Face Blanched. 


When the jurors filed into the courtroom 
Mr. Sullivan eagerly scanned the face of 
each man. None of them looked at him. 
Divining this as an ill omen the respondent 
immediately blanched and nervously hitched 
his chair closer to that of Attorney Hardy, 
who defended him during the trial. 

Whea the verdict was announced Mr. Sul- 
livan entirely lost the coolness which usually 
he maintains and turned deathly pale. A mo- 
ment later the perspiration, streathed down 
his face. 


Given Day’s Freedom. 


Being convicted, the bond under which the 
lawyer has been free during the trial 
lapsed, and he faced a day and night in 
the County Jail. Bonds are not approved 
on Sundays. However, Judge Smith came 
to Mr. Sullivan’s rescue and allowed him 
his freedom until this morning, when he will 
appear in cougt with a new bond. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes said he 
was satisfied with the verdict, as all he sought 
was a conviction. 


Action for Disbarment. _ 


As a result of the verdict rt pro- 
ceedings will be begun in the Illinois Su- 
preme Court by the Grievance committee of 
the Bar association. 

No date has been set for the trial of At- 
torney Edward Maher or George P. Mur- 
ray, both of whom were indicted with Mr, 

Sullivan. 

When Judge Smith entered the court- 
rcom at 10 o’clock 100 persons were present, 
The majority were friends of Mr. Sullivan, 
who were prepared to make a demonstration 
in the event of his acquittal. Mr. Sullivan 
was accompanied by Attorneys Hardy, 
Brady, and McArdle.

Anxiously Scans Jurors. 

The jury filed In one at a time. As the 
members came through the doorway into 
the courtroom Mr. Sullivan anxiously looked 
at them, as though he was trying to read 
their verdict. They avoided his gaze, and 
lawyers and court officials were at once 
convinced that a verdict of guilty had been 
found. Then it was that Mr. Sullivan's

Ends Long Investigation. 
The conviction of Mr. Sullivan is the cul- 
mination of three years’ work on the part 
of State’s Attorney Deneen and his assist- 
ants. They began in December, 1898, hav- 
ing for a basis 120 cases in which jury brib- 
Ing was said to have been practiced. Five 
hundred jurors were examined, the investi- 
gation being pushed day and night. After 
Lynch was indicted and fied the inquiry was 
dropped until his return to Chicago, when 
he made the sensational disclosures which 
led to the Sullivan trial. | 
Lynch was for fourteen years a bailiff in 
the courts, and by his recent confession was 
a jury briber. The case in which he was ex- 
waz a personal injury suit against the 
West Chicago Street railway company. Sul- 
livan was attorney for the company. Lynch 
approached a juror, who informed the court. 
This was on Oct. 18, 1808. Lynch was in- 
dicted and released on bonds. Sullivan, it is 
said, feared he would be implicated in the 
case, and persuaded Lynch to go to Canada. 
There the bailiff remained until a few months 
ago. He said he had been bribing juries at 
the suggestion of Sullivan, and received 
therefor the same amount he paid the jurors. 
The present trial began on Nov. 20. 


ATTEMPTS TO BURN TWO BOYS 
LOCKED IN DESERTED HOUSE. 


Man Beats Eau Claire, Wis., Youths, 
Robs, Binds, and Throws Them Into 
Cottage and Starts Fire.

Bau Claire, Wis., Dec. 22.—[(Special.]—Two 
boys, Eddie Seyberth and Frank Bonell, 
aged 13 and 15 years, reached their homes 
in this city tonight bruised and cut from 
an encounter with a man who robbed them 
and tried to burn them alive in a summer 


cottage. 


The boys went down Lowe's Creek, two 
miles from town, to cut a Christmas tree. 
While they were at work a man appeared 
and attacked them before they knew his 
intentions, He knocked both boys down, 
blacking Seyberth’s eye and 
Bonell’s collar bone. He then strapped the 
boys together with a big strap, which they 
had taken along to carry home the Christ- 
mas tree, gagged them, and robbed them of 
the little pocket money they had. 

He started away, leaving’ the boys bound 
in the snow, but returned, and, dragging 
them to an empty summer cottage on the 
creek, he threw them inside and, fastening 
the door, set fire to the house. 

The boys managed to get their hands free 
and tore the gages from their mouths. By 
that time the flames had gained such head- 
way that it seemed as if they must perish, 
but they struggled desperately and finally 
loosened their bindings enough to escape 
from the cottage. 

Fearing the man would be watching and 
return to complete his work the boys started 
to run, and reached the city exhausted from 
their injuries and exertions. Both are suffer- 
ing from the shock, but their injuries are not 
serious. |

The failure of the Chicago Chéese company, 
which did business at 73 South Water street, 
a short time ago, followed by the bankruptcy 
of Fred Grunert & Co., at Monroe, Wis., was 
the culmination of an unsuccessful effort to 
corner the cheese market in 1898. 

Charles Baltz, who was discharged in bank- 
ruptcy lately with liabilities of $187,000 
ana assets of $30, was the prime mover in 
this effort to corner the cheese market. Mr. 
Baltz was in the business before the great 
fire. Fred Grunert of Monroe, Wis, isa 
cheesemaker and has always had the confi- 
dence of cheese men in Wisconsin. Baltz 
conceived the idea in 1898 that he could cor- 
ner the market. Going to Grunert he unfold- 
ed the scheme, claiming that it was necessary 
to organize a Chicago Cheese company to 
carry the deal. Tom Dyer and George Wess- 
Ung, the latter a former bookkeeper for 
Baltz, had $18,000. Baltz unfolded his corner 
scheme to these te men and they put this 
money into a corpora on and the Chicago 
Cheese compun)> was formed with Dyer as 
President and Wessling as secretary. Baltz 
was made manager of the company. 


Buy Up the Cheese. 


With a good rating in the commercial! direc- 
torfles both on the Grunert and Chicago 
Cheese company these men bought up Lim- 
burger and Swiss cheese to such an extent 
that they controlled 90 per cent of all on the 
market in this section. They went to the 
Western Cold Storage company, placed 
1,500,000 pounds in the coolers, and Mr. Gru- 
nert said the storage company advanced 
$200,000. In December, 1898, Limburger was 
worth 12 to 13 cents and Swiss 14 to 15 cents. 
There were 600,000 pounds of Lamburger and 
900,000 pounds of Swiss put away. 

Before the end of January, 1800, Limburger 
cheese dropped to 6 cents and Swiss to 8 
cents. This was caused by large shipments 
from New York State. The Western Cold 
Storage company immediately called for 
more margins, and the only thing that could 
be given was the notes of the Chicago Cheese 
company, indorsed by Fred Grunert & Co.

When Manager Rockwell King of the West- 
ern Cold Storage was questioned he admitted 
there were 800,000 pounds of this cheese as 
security and that Grunert and the Chicago 
Cheese company owed the concern $65,000.

The fire started in the drying-room of a 
tankhouse in the heart of Armour & Co.'s 
plant. Hemmed in by lofty buildings on 
every side the firemen found difficulty in 
placing their hose lines and getting at the 
fire, but the blaze was confined to the third 
story of the building in which it started. 

It is supposed that the fire originated in 
a pile of greasy rags that had been placed 
on the steam pipes. The smoke was 80 
heavy and thick that the firemen could 
nardly distinguish each other in the dark- 
ness. The excitement was heightened by 
che pregence of thousands of spectators, 
who crowded the muddy alleys and streets. 
Many of them were Stock-Tards employés, 
who watched anxiously the progress of the 
fire that threatened to destroy the build- 
ings which they were employed. 

The khouse is three stories in height, 
while around rise a tinshop, the canning 
department, and the wholesale and retaii 
market.

DR. HIRSCH PRAISES CRANKS. 


Great Opportunity for Their Work at 
the Present Time, He Tells Sinai 
Congregation. 


“The Usefulness of the Crank was the 
subject of Dr. Emil, G. Hirsch’s sermon in 
Sinai Temple yesterday. 

“They had called Joseph a dreamer. Con- 
cealing but faintly the contempt they had 
for him they pointed their finger at him as 
he by. But this despised dreamer 
had become the Prime Minister of Pharaoh. 
He had saved them and theirs from death by 
hunger. Is this dreamer’s fate not typical 
for his class? 

„ Had he lived during this new century 
they would have labeled him ‘crank.’ 
Though this modern term was unknown to 
the distant dialect of the East its underly- 
ing notion, half contemptuous, half sym- 
pathetic, was applied to the prophets. They 
were ‘ possessed of little reason.’ And still 
these prophetic ‘cranks’ have forced the 
world to face the problems ot life in the most 
serious mood. The prophets were the mar- 
shals of progress. Little acquaintance with 
the methods of history is needed to estab- 
Hsh the truth of the proposition that cranks 
more than any other order have compelled 
sluggish men and masses to quicken the pace 
or to broaden the intellectual outlook. 

“The ‘crank,’ so-called, has a peculiar 
opportunity in our day. What is a crank? 
He is a man generally that does hie own 
thinking. He would be his own owner, wear 
the collar of no party nor the label of any 
feliowship unless he first have of his own 
free will and concession approved of the 
party creed or the sect’s dogma. He there- 
fore naturally becomes impatient of insuffer- 
able abuses. His language is apt to chafe 
under diplomatic restraint. He employs 
terse, descriptive, forcible terms. He is the 
lover of slang, even if he be not its inventor. 
Slang appeals to him, for it, too, is uncon- 
yentionel. Grammar and style of academi- 
clane are too often divorced from the hot

Dr. Mattison W. Chase Says Either Ex- 
| treme Is to Be Con- 
demned. 


The Rev. Mattison Wilbur Chase, pastor of 
Centenary Methodist Episcopal Church, de- 
livered last evening the sixth of a series of 
sermons upon Things That Make or 
Break.”

First 
is the view that all pleasurable amusement 
is wrong. They would make the world a 
living graveyard. They seem to think God 
made a blunder when he gave songs to the 
birds, beauty to the landscape, and joy to 
the morning. 

“The other extreme to be avoided is the 
view of those who are willing slaves to their 
desires and inclinations for whatever is 
necessary to the gratification of their de- 
praved tastes and corrupt natures. The truth 
is midway between these two views. 

“The greatest danger is in exce The 
demand for amusement is as just ab any 
demand of our natures. But when I say a 
debt of 10 cents ought to be paid just as 
much as a debt of $10, I am not consenting 
to your making a $10 effort to pay a 10 cent 
debt. 

“Amusement is not the object of He. 
Abnormal desire for amusement dwarfs the 
soul. The baby must be amused, must have 
his rattle-box. In proportion as amusement 
is necessary to our endurance of leisure 
hours we may conclude we have not ad- 
vanced beyond the infantile plane of in- 
telligence. Strength of character is de- 
veloped by self-control. Self-control is de- 
veloped by self-denial. : 

“There is an evident affinity between our 
seasons of diversion and immorality, account 
for it as we will. Rome, industrious, devoted 
to learning, art, and warfare, grew to be 
the mistress of the nations. Rome, gone 
mad over amusements in the 
Circus Maximus, soon became indolent, 
lawless, corrupt, debased, and entered upon 
its decline and hastened to its fall. Like 
causes ever produce like effects, either in 
the nation or the individual.” |

Rear End Collision of Two Freight 
Trains on the Northwestern Road 
Costs Lives of Two Trainmen. ' 


Green Bay, Wis., Dec. 22.—Two men were 
cremated and another badly burned in a 
rear end collision of two south-bound special 
freight trains on the Northwestern railroad 
early today at Little Suamico. 

The killed: 

DELARIA, NAPOLEON. 
GILMETTE, LOUIS, both of Green Bay. 

Delaria was a baggageman and leaves 
a wife and eight children. Gilmette, who 
was 19 years of age, lived with his father 
here. Brakeman A. J. Burney of Escanaba 
was badly burned and is now here at the 
general hospital, with good chances of re- 
covery. 

"The first train, in charge of Conductor 
Green and Engineer Henry Oliver, had 
reached Little Suamico when Oliver stopped 
his train on the main track to take water. 
The night was frosty but clear. Suddenly 
a headlight of the special behind shot aut 
from a curve near the depot, and a few sec- 
onds later the collision occurred. : 


Killed While Asleep. 

Delaria and Gilmette, who run on Conduc- 
tor Moran's passenger train, were on the 
way to Green Bay to spend Sunday with 
their families, and were stretched out on 
benches. They were sleeping when the 
crash came and were killed instantly. Bur- 
ney, the rear brakeman, was also in the ca- 
boose at the time, but he finally escaped from 
the burning wreck. Eight cars were tele- 
scoped and soon burned. The bodies of De- 
laria and Gilmette, burned almost beyond 
recognition, were brought to the morgue in 


Green Bay. 4 


Burney suffered great agony. He said this 
evening: 

I stood in the caboose and saw the head- 
Mght of the special following us suddenly 
appear. The next moment the engine was 
on top of us. I was thrown forward in the 
middle of the caboose. The heat andterrible 
pain I suffered brought me back to my 
senses, but.I was held down by a plank from 


the floor and had to wait until this had 


burned away. Then the other boys pulled 
me out.“ 

An investigation to fix the responsibility 
for the wreck is now in progress. 

Freight Wreck on Union Pacific. 

‘Cheyenne, Wyo., Dec. 22.—A bad freight 
wreck on the Union Pacific at Buford, twen- 
ty-five miles west of here, early today de- 
layed traffic ten hours. Three engines were 
smashed up., and Fireman D. H. Fenton 
was seriously hurt and the head brakeman 
slightly injured. A double-header freight 
ran into a light engine taking water. The 
track was badly torn up and two passenger 
trains were delayed until this afternoon.

CHURCH TO ATTACK YATES. 
If Governér Is Guilty as Charged, Says 


the Professor, Ministers Are Com- 
petent to Call for His Overthrow. 


It is not for the church or any minister 
to pronounce on matters of fact, but it is 
proper and competent for Christian ntinis- 
ters to declare that if Governor Yates is 
guilty of conduct charged against him in the 
case of our charitable institutions, it is the 
duty of every man to do all in his power 
to retire the Governor from office.”’ 

Those were the words used by Professor 
Albion W. Small of the University of Chi- 
cago in an address on The Church and 
Labor Problem” at the Memorial Baptist 
Church last night. 

‘It is the business of the church to make 
men see how mooted issues would look if 
they could get the standpoint of absolute 
justice,“ continued Professor Small. The 
way to do this is not to become another 
partisan in social controversy, but to show 


how principles of justice apply to cases like | 


those that are in controversy. 

„ Take the case of the building trades lock- 
out last year. No minister and no church 
could lay down rules for settling the dim- 
culties, but they could point out the ele- 
ments on both sides of the situation that 
were manifestly unjust and which, there- 
fore, in any settlement ought to be corrected. 
Such, for instance, was the claim that unions 
had no right to maintain central organiza- 
tions; or, on the other hand, the assumed 
right of union men to prevent non-union 
men from working. 

„ Preachers would not be competent to 
settle the detaiis of these questions, but 
they might do something to elevate the plane 
Upon which such issues should be adjusted. 

„% Finally, we should not be deceived by’ 
the idea of social remedies. This is not the 
correct term to be used. Social problems 
will be settled not by remedies but by long 


growth.“

Hurted there. a 
GOOD AND BAD COMBINATIONS. | 


It is reported that despite the present un- 


paralleled demand for iron and steel prices 
are 33 per. cent below what they were dur- 


_ ing the period of specially high prices in 


1900. It is not the fanit of some of the pro- 
ducers that prices are so much below what 


they were. last year. They have suggested 


that it would; be expedient to put up rails 
to $30 4 ton aid to ask more for certain 
other products. They have not been able 
to carry their point because that great pro- 


_ ducer, the United States Steel corporation, 


was more moderate and would not listen to 
the suggestion. This moderation is nota- 
ble, coming as it does at a time when the 
demand so far outruns the domestic abili- 
ty to meet it that soft steel billets are being 
imported in spite of the duty. 5 

The present policy of the United States 
Steel corporation is to keep prices down. 


This is a policy which the industrial com- 


munity in general should view with satis- 
faction and should hope it will not be aban- 
doned. It differs radically from the course 
‘pursued by the Amalgamated Copper com- 

‘pany, which has endeavored to keep up the 
price ot its product and has failed sigually 
therein and has had to confess that it has 
failed, Its mistaken policy has brought 
ruin to thousands of New-Knglanders who 
had put their means in the securities of this 
company. 


The public has had a striking illustration | 


of the power for good and for evil possessed 
by these great industrial combinations. It 
has seen one of them,.in spite of the de- 
creased demand for copper which should 
have been followed by a lower price to re- 
vive the flagging demand, limit its output, 
store up a large part of its product, and 
endeavor in every way to maintain prices at 
an artificially high. level. This concern 
- strove to set at naught certain natural laws 
_ of trade and got the worst of it. 

The other industrial corporation could ex- 
net at this time much higher prices for 
iron and steel than it is receiving now. But 
to exact these prices would be somewhat like 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg. 
Prosperity will last longer if the conserva- 

' tive policy of steady prices be given the 
preference over that of spasmodically high 
prices, which would inevitably be followed 


_.. by a painful reaction. 


There may be good as well as bad indus- 
trial combinations. The former should not 
Object to that governmental scrutiny and 
supervision so much needed to Hold in check 
the mischievous propensities of the latter.

an officer of the United States. : 
Still there is some mighty interesting read- 
ing in that second letter of General Miles, 
which, for the benefit of the public, we 
here reproduce. It reads: 
Headquarters of the Army, Washington, D. C., 
Dec, 21, 1901.—The Honorable the Secretary of 
Wer—Sir: Referring to my note of yesterday, and 
im order that there may be no misunderstanding, 
I desire to say that for several years a distin- 
guished and gallant officer has been assailed by 
parties who have endeavored to write him and 
Other high officials down, until finally he appealed 
against such assaults to a cobrdinate branch of the 
government. 

That coordinate branch of the government 
granted him a court of inquiry, and, as I under- 
tand it, they unanimously exonerated him from 


their opinions were given to the public for the 
énformation of all citizens. When I said that I had 
mo sympathy with those who had endeavored to 
destroy the reputation of a high officer, who, like 
all other officers, regards his honor more sacred 
than lite, I had in mind and referred to those 
Assaults against which the Admiral had appealed 
for protection and justification, and certainly not 
to A -colUrdinate branch of the government. 

I réquest that this note be laid before the Presi- 
dent, and have no objection to it being made public.

| SULLIVAN FOUND GUILTY. 
Alexander Sullivan, indicted for partici- 
pation in a conspiracy to get out and keep 
out of the State the ex-bailiff, Lynch, who 
had been indicted for jury bribery, has been 
found guilty. The jury could ha ve sent him 
to the penitentiary. The penalty it im- 
posed was a fine of $2,000. 

The defendant in this case can consider 
himself extremely fortunate ip getting off 
with a fine and escaping the severer pun- 
ishment of imprisonment. Mr. Sullivan 
and his friends may assert as much as they 
please that he is the victim of persecution, 
but when a man has been tried once for 


conspiracy to defeat the ends of justice by 
persuading an indicted jury briber to run 
away, the presumption that that man is not 
always the victim of circumstances or of 
enemies becomes decidedly strong. ‘ 
“There is little doubt in this community 
that Sullivan was guilty of the offense for 
which he was indicted—that of inducing 
Lynch to run away—and also of that graver 
offense against which the statute of limita- 
tions has run, of having used Lynch as 
an instrument in bribing jurors. Therefore 
the general feeling will be that Sullivan 
has got off with a light punishment. If 
Lynch had told two years ago the story 
which he has now related on the witness 
stand it would have fared much worse with 
Sullivan than it did. 


THE DELINQUENT PARENTS. 

A recent article in the London Tele- 
graph discusses the new “ youthful offend- 
ers act,” and in so doing touches upon 
certain questions that are as vital and as 
urgent here as they are across the water. 
In London it is “ youthful offenders.” In 
Chicago it is “juvenile delinquents.” But 
the essential problem seems to be the same 
in both cases. 

It is said, for instance, that the Duglish 
authorities experience considerable diffi- 
culty with parents who find out that the 
easiest way to get rid of their responsi- 
bilities is to encourage their children to 
commit some offense against the law or to- 
become vicious or “ incorrigible.” Then 
either by act of police or by personal com- 
plaint to the court, it is brought about that 
the children are passed over to the care ot 
the state, and the relieved parents can de- 
vote themselves to an irresponsible exist- 
ence. 

How familiar this sounds! The same 
thing is done, or at least attempted, every 
day in Cook County, Illinois. Parents 
appear before the Juvenile Court and 
swear that they can no longer “ man- 
age their boy; therefore let him be taken 
off their hands. This ruse, known in cer- 
tain quarters as a dodge, is sometimes 
successful. In England it is now to be. 
met by the provision that in all cases 
where it is detected the parents shall pay 
the expenses which the state incurs in 
housing, feeding, and clothing their off- 
spring. The justice of such a provision 
can hardly be denied. 7 

In another matter, too, the conditions in 
London have a remarkably close resem- 
blance to those in Chicago. For some time 
the probation officers in this city have 
been “talking. about “ delinquent parents.” 
Their conclusions are corroborated by the 
opinions of the English court missiona- 
ries.” In ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 


the youthful offenders act when it was on 
its way through Parliament, “ the parents, 
not the children, are really the guilty par- 
ties.” In accordance with this theory, or, 
rather, this statement of fact, the new law 
provides that when the parent is shown, 
by neglect of duty or by indirect encour- 
agement, to have “ contributed to the com- 
mission of the offense,” he shall be subject 
to penalty. Such an arrangement seems 
perfectly equitable. It means simply that 
the person who is really the cause of the 
crime shall bear part of the punishment. 
The sins of the fathers are visited upon. 
the children heavily enough by the opera- 
tion of natural laws without having hu- 
man law add to the burden. It is no 
wonder that the English officials who are 
interested in the proper treatment of 
youthful offenders regard the new act as a 
triumph for justice and as an omen of 
better times. Everybody will hope that 
such anticipations will prove to be well 
founded.

THE CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The report submittea by Superintendent 
Cooley to President Harris on the condi- 
tion of the public schools of Chicago seema 
on the face of it to indicate notable progress. 
It appears that during the last,ten years 
the total membership of the schools has 
increased by 74 per cent. This is, of course, 
a substantial gain. It is to be remembered, 
“however, that, according to the United 
States census, the total population of the 
city increased during the decade from 1890 


certain territorial additions were made to 


son, it is evident that the ratio of increase 


the ratio of increase for the city. Progress 


must be made more rapidly if Chicago is to 


educate its children properly. 

It has been shown time and again by in- 
vestigating bodies and by sociological stu- 
dents that large numbers of children are 
leaving school years before they should. 
The proportion of children who go beyond 
the fourth grade is discreditably small. 
The figures of Mr. Cooley’s report give one 
little reason to believe that this proportion 
is being materially increased. 

It is evident, moreover, that the high 
schools are growing much faster than the 


increase in all the schools together was, as 
has been stated, 74, the percentage of in- 
crease in the high schools alone was 134. 
Just what deductions can be made from 


further data are obtainable. It is interest- 
ing, however, to notice that the high schools 
are enjoying a period of expansion. Both 
from general observation and from Super-

In @ preparatory note to “The Fiery 
Dawn” (Longmans, Green & Co.) the 
author, M. E. Coleridge, says she has stolen 
from Dumas, Lamartine, 
Musset, and others, and she adds that all 
historical novelists are thieves. If she had 
said they were imitators she might have been 
nearer the truth, perhaps, but if she her- 
self has stolen the theft has been to good 
purpose, for the result is a novel of genuine 
interest and considerable merit. It is a 
story part fact, part fiction, dealing with a 
Legitimist plot about 1882 to make the 
Duchess de Berry regent of France for her 
little son, whom she called Henry V. 

From the author’s tone one is almost led to 
think that she sneers at her task and thut 
she ridicules the historical novel while writ- 
ing one. But the workmanship is too good 
and the writer too much of an artist for the 
book to take on the aspect of a burlesque. 
In Lucien Sylvester the author has produced 
a splendid impersonation ef the young move- 
ment of France of that time—the movement 
which had for its idols such men as Hugo 
and Dumas, One gets glimpses of all the 
authors the writer .mentions and others 
besides in the story and style, but for all that 
the book is distinctly the author’s own, and 
it possesses a style all its own.
